As the government moſt to be preferred, is that which procures to the people, 


the greateſt degree of juſtice, ſecurity, and rational liberty, ſo by ſuch a govem- 
ment no acts or ſymptoms of defiance to lawful authority, are viewed with indilte- 
rence. Experience ſhews that impunity invites aggreſſion, and that licentiouſnels 
always derives encouragement from toleration. Feeling the force of theſe reflec- 
tions, I think it my duty to preſs your attention to the daring oppoſition which 


| has repeatedly, and with fingular impunity, been made in the county of Columbia, 
to the judicial authority of the 'ftate ; and to the recent indications of it which 


are detailed in the papers Which T ſhall lay before you. The manner in which 
theſe offences are perpetrated, renders the ordinary means of ſuppreſſing them, in 
{ſeveral reſpeRs, inadequate. While we rejoice, and with great reaſon, in the gen- 


eral and increaſing proſperity of the ſtate, it is proper to reflect, that, next to the 


kind Providence of the Almighty, we owe this proſperity to the ſecurity with which 


induſtry purſues its lawful objects, and enjoys its fruits. It is therefore of the lalt 


importance, that this r Oe preſerved ;' and that the regular adminiſtration 
of juſtice which protects it, be not interrupted.

That during the laſt year the annual proviſion ceaſed, which had ſubſiſted by 
W lince the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-two, for the ſupport of 
ditional profeſſorſhips in Columbia College, and in conſequence thereof three of 
de profeſſorſhips have, for the preſent, ceaſed, and ſeveral others are diminiſhing 
 aQivity, from the want of more adequate ſupport. The faculty of medicine, 
ach is deemed a very uſeful department of learning in that inſtitution, is alſo 
ſaguiſhing, and ſtands in need of aid and encouragement.
